The present application does not meet the criteria of Article 33(1 ) PCT, because the 
subject-matter of claim 1 is not new in the sense of Article 33(2) PCT. 

The document D1 discloses (the references in parentheses applying to this document) a 
method for extracting protein from a fermentation broth comprising intermixing water 
miscible alcohol including ethanol or 2-propanol, or glycol ether such as triethylene glycol 
dimethyl ether and the fermentation broth at a temperature wherein the solvent and the , 
water are at least partially miscible. The protein is finally extracted from the separated 
phases (see columns 3 and 4; table 1 and examples 1 ,3). 

The same reasoning applies, mutatis mutandis, to the subject-matter of the corresponding 
independent claims 10 and 16 which therefore are also considered not new.
